SulDject:      Price  Ceiling  Warranty 

In  the  future,  all  contracts  including  a  price  celling  warranty 
clause  will  use  the  standard  wording  which  has  "been  approved  "by 
the  Office  of  the  Solicitor. 

For  your  information,  the  prescribed  wording  is  as  follows: 

"The  seller  represents  and  warrants  that  the  price  or  prices  of 
the  commodity  do  iJXot  exceed  any  existing  applicable  maximum 
price -or  prices  established  by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration. 
In  the  event  the  price  or  prices  of  the  commodity,  at  the  time 
of  delivery  th?..''6of,  exceed  the  then  applicable  maximum  price 
or  prices,  the  vcller  shall  be  entitled  only  to  the  amount  of 
such  esiablisher;  maximum  and  shall  refund  to  the  purchaser  all 
moneys  received  in  pajonent  for  such  commodity  in  excess  of  such 
established  maximum.''' 

For  contracts  entered  into  by  telegraan  the  wording  shall  be  as 
follows: 

"Price  to  be  not  more  than  applicable  ceiling  price." 
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
